Place of Refuge. 

A barren wilderness 10 years ago, 
Palestine has undergone such a pro- 
found transformation that today the 
ancient Holy Land represents not only 
the only solid hope of the hard-pressed 
Jewish people, but it is also the sole 
country in the world where Jewish 
immigration is possible. In spite of 
the frantic efforts of the League of 
Nations commission for refugees fo 
secure a temporary asylum for the 
hunted German Jew in other coun- 


tries, Palestine alone was able to take 
care of the first exodus from-the new 
nazi house of bondage. 


America, the great traditional “land 

of the free’ which has provided a 
refuge and a home for millions of Eu- 
ropean men and women who were per- 
secuted for freedom’s or _ religion’s 
sake in the past, was prevented by 
the economic crisis from helping tv any 
appreciable extent this time. Greut 
Britain, France, Belgium, Holland and 
Czechoslovakia, which were nearer to 
the scene of trouble and therefore 
more profoundly impressed with the 
ghastliness of the situation, made a 
magnificent effort and each took in 
a number of German Jewish intellec- 
tuals, but Palestine assured an out- 
let for the mass emigration and was 
able to absorb the newcomers in pro-

Employers are actually 
meeting incoming ships at the ports 
of Haifa and Jaffa to offer jobs to 
arriving immigrants. That such a 
situation should have arisen in poor, 
despised, barren Palestine, a land of 
prayers and pious memories, wags un:

MICROPHONE STABILIZATION WASHINGTON,’ May 15. 

7 Money men have been 
wondering why Mr. Morgenthau suddenly developed a radio urge 
to express himself about the American dollar. No one has asked 
him about it lately. Heretofore he has touched this subject only 
with a 10-foot pole. 

The fact that he arranged radio time to unburden himself before 
the world has spawned a rumor that an international money agree- 
ment may be reached before the disintegration of what is left of the 
gold bloc. This does not appear to be true. 


ALIBI “What seems to have happened is that Mr. Morgenthau 

secretly and unofficially sounded out some of the nations 
on stabilization and found them in a very disagreeable mood. There 
are reasons for suspecting Britannia flatly snubbed Mr. Morgenthau’s 
indirect feelers on more than one occasion, the last of which was 
recent. 

The failure of these moves left Mr. Morgenthau standing in the 
middle of the car tracks of the world, alone with his dollar, a much 
misunderstood man. The simplest solution was to remove from 
himself the blame for continuing unsettled currencies by a public 
statement, 

This seems to be about all there was to it. 


OUTLOOK The money seers with the best eyes can now de- 

tect the beginning of a world clamor for stabiliza- 
tion. It will eventually result in another international economic 
conference—eventually, but probably not any time soon. In the 
end we will have to take the initiative because we broke up the last 
one. Mr. Morgenthau already has taken the first hesitant step by 
eStablishing his dollar alibi. 


RATIO The gold-silver ratio in Mr. Morgenthau’s address seemed 
to be about 99 to 1. At least 99 per cent of his ad- 
dress related to gold and 1 per cent to silver. All he said about 
Father Coughlin’s metal was: ‘‘We are also endeavoring to restore 
silver to greater usefulness as a monetary metal.” 
Do not be fooled into suspecting from this that the treasury is 
getting ready to ease down on its silver policy, The silver poli- 
ticians know different. 


GHOULISH DIPLOMACY The warmth of life had not left the 
body of Marshal Pilsudski (Po- 


land’s George Washington) before the politicians of Europe started 
grabbing at Poland. 

Herr Hitler moved first by sending condolences Jefore anyone 
else could. That was not all. His diplomatic sorrow for Poland 
had to be spectacular, so his right-hand-holder, Goering, the man 
of many uniforms, was designated, along with two nazi generals, 
to attend the funeral. State Secretary Meissner was sent to the 
Polish legation to see that Hitler’s name appeared first in the con- 
dolence book. Then came the climax, when Hitler announced he 
would enter a disapproved church to attend memorial services. The 
answer is that Hitler is playing energetically against France and the 
Russians for Polish support. 

Old Pilsudski was very adept in this situation. He played with 
Hitler one day and France the next. Now there is danger that his 
successors may not be as shrewd. That means trouble. 


POLITICS The right key to the Farley matter seems to rest in 

the unspoken attitude of the progressive republicans. 
They said privately that they thought Huey Long had a very weak 
case against the postmaster-general. But they all dislike Farley and 
voted for a senatorial investigation of him because they hoped it 
would uncover something better. 

Political pressure was strong on the other side of the aisle. In 
fact, it was so strong that Huey quietly released a few of his own 
democratic friends. His move was lost anyway. There was no need 
to cause them embarrassment by requiring them to vote with him. 
Two absented themselves, two others voted against him and one, 
who had publicly announced his support of Huey, also voted against 
him. 

This probably will save them from the wrath of the Farley 
regime in matters of patronage, etc. 


COST President Roosevelt’s special cabinet committee is trying 

to find out how much the cotton processing tax costs con- 
sumers. AAA-ers point to the fact that the tax is but 4.2 cents 
per pound of cotton and contend it is negligible as a price factor 
in a cotton shirt. Textile men have a different view. They say it 
is not so much the tax as the mark-ups as cloth passes through va- 
rious processes. 

The only real data were dug up by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion some time ago. They indicate the processing tax adds about 
10 per cent to the cost of cotton goods. In other words, a $1 
shirt will cost $1.10 due to the tax.

Since the wisdom of Providence divided mankind into different races, 
and things that are different cannot be equal, peace is constantly threat- 
ened by the arrogance of one race and the hurt pride of another. 

The difference between races would matter little if all men felt as the 
Indian did before a benevolent government began to protect and de- 
grade him. 

Like the Seminole of today, the free Indian was proud of his race. 
No contrast or defeat could make him concede the white man’s superior- 

He suffered in many ways, but he never felt the hurt of shame. 
Other races, treated as inferiors, angrily assert and proclaim their 
equality but secretly doubt it, and from this doubt develops a malice 
that is more bitter than any other hatred. 

Those who do most to feed the flame of this malice and those. who 
suffer most because of it are the lowest class of the superior race and 
the highest class of the inferior race. 

Consider, for example, the relationship of American whites and 
Chinese when the west was young. It is always politic to use the Chi- 


' nese as an illustration, for nobody depends on their patronage or votes. 


Most of the Chinese who came to this country in those days belonged 
to the coolie class, and were in fact unquestionably inferior to high-class 
white men. | 

By immemorial custom, their color made them inferior to the lowest- 
class white man, also, and this led to trouble. It was more a theory than 
a fact, and the white bum, ignorant, lousy and unwashed, felt it neces- 
sary to use violence to convince himself of his superiority. 

Innocent and bewildered Chinese were stoned in the street and some- 
times shot for no particular reason except their race. 

High-class white people became fond of their Chinese servants and 
They were certain of their superiority and saw no 


The greatest sufferers, as always, were the few high-class Chinese. 
Cultured, wise and refined, they were superior to the lowest class of 
whites by every standard used to measure men; yet they were “darned 
Chinks” to the white bums they despised. Their hurt was deep, for 
nothing rankles in the soul like being scorned by inferiors. 

They were not scorned by upper-class whites, but treated with the 
respect they deserved, and therein lies the hope of the world.

If Mr. Roose- 
velt wants the approval of all but a 
fortunate few veterans of the war who 
stand to lose more in taxes than they 
would gain in cash by the passage of 
the Patman bill he can buy it wrapped 
and delivered to the White House by 
putting his name to this grant. He 
can buy up Huey Long’s following 
to the last voter by giving them all 
$5,000 per head, or whatever the lat- 
est Huey Long figure is, plus a rose- 
clad cottage and an income. But 
obviously this would not be judicious 
shopping. It would work out, as the 
English say, at too great a cost per 
vote—and the president must look for 
bargains in loyalty. 

He has already bought back the gov- 
ernment employes who became un- 
bought when their wages were cut 15 
per cent early in his administration 
by restoring their wages to them. And 
no doubt he has been turning over in 
his mind the problem of how much 
loyal affection he can buy with the 
$4,880,000,000 which has been made 
his to spend for re-election if he 
should wish to use it for that pur- 
pose, 


The best friends of 
the president will 
hardly argue seriously 
that the thought has 
never entered the president's head. 
Even a president without ambition to 
succeed himself—if such there ever 
could be—would have seen the pos- 
sibility even if he were not tempted 
by it. And almost from the begin- 
ning, through the operations of Mr. 
Jim Farley, Mr. Roosevelt has betray- 
ed a desire to be elected again. 

_ Thus he has lost some of the fine 
independence which might have been 
his—and a great novelty, too, in the 
White House—if he had kept on as 
he started. The people are an un- 
appreciative employer, forever com- 
plaining and rarely congratulating a 
president for helpful achievement or 
diligent attention to business. Mr. 
Roosevelt has paid too much attention 
to his fan mail, and his occasional 
fireside chats, which started out to be 
pep-talks, have taken on a “How am 
I doin’?” character. which bespeaks a 
desire for a few cheers.

He could hardly 
hope for re-election if he were to take 
the attitude that he was hired to do 
a job under a four-year contract and 
meant to go down the line with it ac- 
cording to his own ideas.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Out of 
a flood of more than 400 telegraphic 
messages commending him’ 
for his vigorous defense of the Roose- 
velt Representative 
Eugene Cox, of Georgia, today found 
himself the center of an _ incipient, 
hoom to succeed Governor Eugene! 
Talmadge, whose recent bitter attacks 
on the president and the national ad- 
ministration occasioned the Cox na- 
tion-wide broadcast here last night. 

At the office of the Georgia con- 
gressinan it was revealed that several 
hundred persons in the state have 
wired him hearty indorsement of his! 
Tuesday night speech, in which he 
assailed the governor for his con- 
tinued verbal assaults on the presi- 
dent. Still other congratulatory mes- 
sages were received during the day 
from a score or more of states. some 
of them coming from states as far 
away as California. His office was 
kept busy most of the day reading 
and answering the telegraphic tide. 

Delegation for Roosevelt. 

The Cox boom for governor was 
projected not only in a large num- 
her of the telegrams received from 
the state, but within quiet circles of 
the Georgia congressional delegation, 
where the speech of Jast night was 
an absorbing topic of discussion to- | 
dav.

HAVANA, Cuba, May 15.—(By Air Mail.)—There are no 
more likeable people than the Cuban people and especially 
such two fine ones as Juan Sabates and Conrado Massageur, 
who are in charge of this party of visiting newspapermen now 
visiting in Cuba as the guests of the government’s tourist com- 
mission.

There will be many experiences for us all perhaps but the 
southern newspapermen here in Cuba this week will never for- 
get that little scene on the square of Liberty before the marble
